The Horses of New York. 


The New York correspondent of tho 


Troy Timet gossips thus about the famous, 
horses of New York: 


The showy turnouts in the Central Park 


keep np a spirited competition, and the 
Park has done much to create the present 
rag* for fine horses. Every family that w 
ambitious of distinction mnstmake a show 
in the dashing array of equipages, and 
our fast voung men can hardly pass a half 
hour's chat without introducing tbe feats 
of their "ponies." Charles Ajstor Bristed 
has mid that twenty years ago there were 
but three really fine teams in the city, but 
at present you can count them up until 
the list becomes wearisome. Since 1890 
the price (if not the value) of fine hones 
has increased fourfold, or as a merchant 
would say, 400 per cent In 1858 Flora 
Temple was sold, and such was the popu- 
larity of this famous mare that she brought 
what was then considered the enormous 
sum of §8,000, bnt that looks email now. 
Just see how the figures advance. In 1862 
C.lifornia Damsel brought $11,000. la 
1804 Bonntr aetoniehed the world by pay- 
ing f 13,.r>00 for the Aubaro horse. But 
his subsequent prices were of a still more 
nstpninhiug character. 3n 18G6 he paid 
$25,000 for Young Pocahontas, and the 
licit year be woe glad to become the owner 
of Dexter, even at the round ttrm of $33,- 
000. Mr. Bonner had then over $120,000 
invested in six animals, whose uncertain 
value may be shown by the fact that the 
Auburn horse died after an illness of a 
few days, while Flora Temple was disabled 
by an accident. 


The prices just mentioned have no rela- 


tion to precise value. When rich men 
compete for anything, whether it be for a 
book, or a picture, or a horse, the value of 
money is not reckoned. Possession is their 
object, and this must be obtained at what- 
ever 'price may be required. It does not 
make any difference to Bonner what he 
pays for a horse. He simply gives a pieoe 
ol paper bearing some figures, signed with 
his name, with the addition ot a cancelled 
revenue stamp. This is a very easy way 
to get a horse, and whether the figure be 
$38,000 or more is not the slightest impor- 
tance, so long as the animal be secured. 
Indeed, the owner of Dexter made a mis- 
take in not asking a higher price. Com- 
modore Vanderbilt was desirous of making 
the same'purchase, and the figures might 
have been |50,000 instead of $33,000. 
Well, it would not have required more ink 
after all. From $33,000 to $100,000 may 
seem a large step, and yet the latter price 
is demanded for the famous Hambletonian, 
whose colti are now among the best trot- 
ters in the oountty. 


Tho rivalry between Bonner and Com- 


modore Vouderbilt has been the chief 
cnune of the present enormous prices. 
They have contested the distinction of 
owning the fleetest animals in the world, 
and jiuve been ready to bid against each 
other to nny extent. Thus far Bonner has 
buen successful, and the reason probably is 
becsu»e tbe Commodore did not dream that 
any man had the nerve to distance his fig- 
ures. In this he was mistaken and bis 
mistake cost him the envied pre-eminence. 
He did not know Bonner. The hitter in- 
deed has been a constant puzzle to the 
world, nnd has proven himself in litera- 
ture what Vanderbilt is in Wall street, 
though the Commodore can beat him 
swearing. Bonner has the finest stud of 
fast horses on record.

The Torpedo Decision. 


The oil producing community were as- 


tounded on Saturday by rumors that a de- 
cision in the caao of Roberts v*. Dickey 
had been rendered sustaining tho claim of 
Roberts. A telegraphic report of the de- 
cision was received by Roberta, and 
put in type, whioh, with the exception 
of the possible errors in transmission, is 
undoubtedly a transcript of the decision 
sufficiently faithful to satisfy the com' 
munity that for a time longer at least 
they mnat be subject to this odious and 
unjust monopoly. 


As will be seen by the announcement of 


the Chairman of the General Committee, 
the decision when received will be aub- 
initted to its counsel for advice as to fur- 
ther action. The decision haa one merit 
which those interested on behalf of the 
public will appreciate. The judges have 
reviewed the case at length, and for the 
first time in thU hard-fought controversy, 
have given the public a detailed statement 
of the law as applicable to this case. The 
turning point in tho case seems to be a 
legal, distinction 10 fine as to require the 
exposition of counsel to make it clear to 
the comprehension of the public. In the 
absence of such explanation and advice* 
the decicion would appear to unprofes- 
sional but practical oil men to state and 
dispose of the case in the following quota- 
tions: 


"If this were a olaim for any mode or 


all modes of increasing the productiveness 
of oil wells, or for any mode or all modes 
of blasting, or for any mode or all model 
of causing explosions in oil wells, there 
would be some resemblance to the eighth 
claim of Morse's patent.' 


"The patent is not for any or all modes 


of increasing the capacity of oil wells, nor 
for any or all modes of causing explosions 
in such wells." 
-- 
" The invention claimed is not the ob- 


taining of explosive materials as a me- 
chanical force, nor is it th-j enclosing of 
such materials, or any particular mode of 
merely produeing an explosion; nor is it 
simply causing an explosion in a well or 
under water; uor is it a result for obtain- 
ing oil. It is not doing these things under 
a particular mode or sj-rangement. It is a 
process of whioh some or all these things 
are a part of the instnuaente or agencies 
in the process." 
; 
" Every other process though securing 


the same results is left open for the ap- 
proval of other inventors." 
" Plainly it is only one of many meth- 


ols that might be adopted, having it»ies- 
•antials distinguishing it from others, and 
constituting its individuality." 


If we understand this, it is that if Rob- 


erts had claimed, in terms, the exclusive 
right to increase the production of oil 
wells, by oreaticg explosions therein, it 
would have been unpatentable, but that 
inasmuch as the patent was so skillfully 
drawn as to describe the only possible con- 
dition of an oil well, it is good, though it

Special 
policeman Kane requested him to behave 
himself or ho would take him to the look- 
up. He thereupon commenced abusing 
the ofBoer, and was arrested. Upon retch- 
ing the end of the platform, <ra Franklin 
street, a large crowd gathered ud threat- 
ened to resent) the prisoner. 
Special 


policeman Polhemus, however, came up 
and assisted in keeping baok,the crowd. 
The prisoner became very abusive, and at- 
tempted to.break loose, and officer Polhe- 
mus struck him on tie forhead with • 
billy. This still further exasperated the 
crowd, whioh, by the time they arrived 
opposite Mechanic street, had increased to 
several hundred. They were' calling for a 
rescue, and several of them had drawn re- 
volvers. Meanwhile, signals ware con- 
tinually made for a reinforcement of 
police, but co asfutanoe arrived. At this 
critical juncture Mr. John Keown, accom- 
panied, by ex-policeman Pat Magraw, 
entered the crowd and volunteered to take 
charge of the prisoner, which offer was 
gladly accepted, and they seized hold of 
him and conveyed him into Mr. Keown's 
hotel. In a fow minutes Chief"Rouse 
came along, and the prisoner appearing at 
the door of the hotel, ho grabbed him. 
The prisoner, however, 
overpowered 


Rouse, and seized him by the throat. The 
chief then shouted for Pat to take hold of 
him, whioh he did, and dragged him back 
into the house. Aftar sobering him up, 
Mr. Keown and Mngraw conveyed their 
prisoner to Justice Stronse, where he gave 
bail in the sum of $500 to appear this 
morning. 
Too much credit oannot be 


given to these two gentlemen for their 
timely assistance, as it would have been 
impossible to convey the prisoner to the 
lock-up through snob, an armed and riotous 
mob, 
without bloodshed. 
If it shows 


anything, it shows that an increase of the 
police force is necessary, and the general 
opinion prevails that when poliotman Ma- 
graw retired from the force, the city lost a 
valuable and efficient officer.

DEATH OF A MEMBER OF THE EUnu- 


O1RI LODGE.—Mr. John Kirchner, a mem- 
ber of the Horogari Lodge of thit city, 
died last Friday, of consumption. The 
funeral services took place yesterday *t his 
residence, the Kov. Mr. Massalsky offici- 
ating. The members of tho Lodge to the

Again, if an individual or: association of 


individuals, by means of i;heir general 
command of money, are enabled to carry 
on a curtain traffic necessary to the public 
and to make the tariff ol this traffio an 
arbitrary und oppressive onci to their cus- 
tomers, while they prevent competition 
by buying off all those who start in oppo- 
sition to them, thia is another epocies of 
monopoly. And again, if a person or per- 
sons invent, or procure from another, the 
invention of a special article, obtain a pat- 
ent therefor, and the solo »nd exclusive 
right to make and sell the article for a 
series of years, at such prioua as they may 
choose to charge, thia sluo is a monopoly, 
and, 
in case of an extonuon of patent 


right, is often on onorona and costly one 
to the consumer. Thpro are a few general 
examples of monopolies, but tho number 
and variety of special, real or apparent 
exclusive privileges of this kind ie utmost 
countless. 


Now, whut is the origin (if a monopoly ? 


If an individual, or a number of individ- 
uals combined, is enabled to compel tho 
public to buy his merchandize at a higher 
price than similar merchandise could be 
obtained elsewhere, whoso fault is it ? It 
ia surely not the fault of tho seller or sal 
lers, since it is perfectly undeniable that 
every man haa the right to obtain for that 
which he sells the very highoet price ho 
possibly can. 


Where, th<m, after all, is tho blsmo of 


successful monopoly to be placed? It eooms 
to us that the consumers, the people them 
selves, aro actually responsible for tho 
continuance of ovory real or apparent 
extortion practised upon thorn in tho form 
of a trade monopoly, and that those 
who most loudly condemn and bewail the 
" impositions " from whioh they suffer are 
tho last to make any intelligent nud de- 
termined effort to dnient the monopoly they 
complain of. They decry the system, they 
wax wroth at being victimized, they ox- 
claim against the (freed and injustice ol 
this, that and the other individual or com- 
pany whose warsa or commoditios they 
buy, Ivt (key continue to buy them und to 
pity — though grumblingly — the jmce (le-

In a word'monopoly is to be and oan only 
bo defeated by co-operation ; that is, by a 
combination of the people themselves to 
deal directly with each other, and for the 
common benefit of all. Such a co-opera- 
tive system, applied to every trade, from 
tho selling of butter ond eggs to that of 
houiei and land,", would not bo long in 
breaking up tho monopolies of "middle- 
men," 
rich 
"companies," and

cormorant associations, -whoua 
exorbit- 


ant premiums and perquisites now tax 
the public so hanvily. Bet as long ns the 
people do nothing, except cry out againit 
those exactions, and still continue to pat- 
ronize the exactor?, it is both wrong and 
foolish to oast all the sin upon the shoul- 
ders of the so called monopoly. They 
would probably do likewise if they chanced 
to be placed in a similar position, and, at 
all events, they owe' it to themselves to 
endeavor to apply a remedy, instead of 
"sitting still and cursing," and, at the 
e^mo time, fostering a system of which 
they happen just now to be tho victims, 
by persisting in giving it thiiir patronage.
